Threat to the West 


I T IS INCREDIBLE that throuKh Its first major 
military action rlMlgned to brine uitHy to The 
c:ongo the United Nations has succeeded in dividlnz 
thtf West ^ 

This bewildering developmwt »as initially 
brought to world notice earlier this month when Dr. 
Conor O’Brien rcsignetl a^a United Nations chief of 
civil administration in Katanga in protest against 
the British government's policy in The Congo. 

This policy. Dr. O’Brien alleges, is one,deliber¬ 
ately dl/ccted toward sabotaging the United Nations 
operations in Katanga province. Later he broadened 
his charges to embrace the governments of France 
• and Belgium. Prime Minister Harold Macmillan, 
Rhodesian ITlme MinUier Sir Roy Welensky. Lord 
Beaverbrook of “the gutter press." Lord Salisbury. 
Lord Lansdowne and British Indu.striallst Captain 
Charles Waterhouse. 

Today, though the 'physical problem of Katanga 
mav soon be resolved by the positive action of the 
UN force, the clouds of international intrigue still pall 
the scene—poisonous clouds which threaten first to 
engulf and then to separate the major members of 
the Western Alliance. 

Already Britain has shown her divergence with 
the UN Katanga policy by calling for an immolate 
cease fire, only to have it rejected by Acting Secre¬ 
tary-General U Thant. 

By her continued opposition to the Uhited Na¬ 
tions invasion of Katanga, Britain has gained the 
support of France, Belgium and Rhodesia, but has 
also roused the ire'of the United States. India and the 
majority of Commonwealth countries who support the 
United Nations move. . 

Thus, /dangerously, Ls it revealed to the world 
and to the Communist nations in particular that the 
national policies of the major Western powers are 
locked in deadly conflict over Katanga. 

Of all the nations decrying the ase of UN force 
to bring the recalcitrant Congo province into line, only 
one—Rhodesia—appears to have a truly logical and 
legitimate Interest in the matter Bordering, as it 
does, on Katanga piovince. the Federation of Rho¬ 
desia and Nyasaland fears for the security of its own 
boundaries 

Having lived in peace with the present Katanga 
regime, Sir Roy Welensky is undoubtedly unwilling 
to see the province taken over by the Congolese 
Central CKJvemment—whose reputation in controlling 
its unruly troops is none too savory. 

Further to this he Is worried that his rail outlet 
to the sea (through Katanga province, the Southern 
Congo and Angola to Lobito Bay) nwy be cut. The 
suggestion that Rhodesia ha.s any financial interest 
In the great Katanga mining complex of Union Miniere 
is ridiculous.

For my money, 
the most practicable and easiest to 
use Is Tiylofs Encyclopedia' of
